ELEVATOR DROPS SIXTY FEET 
Thirty-five Men Have Narrow Escape

Kenosha, Wis., Feb. 8.—Thirty-five 
employees of the Simmons Manufac- 
turing company. had a remarkable 
escape from death here tonight, when 
an elevator in which they were rid- 
ing from the sixth floor fell 60 feet 
to the bottom of the shaft.

NOW ON ITS WAY 


"Lac La'Biche It Will be Con- 


veyed by)Dog Train to Fort 
Resolution, 1,750 Miles. 


The far north mail left yesterday on 
its long journey to the Herschel Is- 
lands. J. Roland will have charge 
from Edmonton to Lac La Biche and 
will convey it by horse and  asleigh 
At this point the regular carrier, 
‘Alex Loutit, will take it over and will 
begin the longest mail carrier’s route 
in the world, with dog train from Lac 
La Biche to Fort Resolution via Fort 
MoMurray, Fort Chipewyan, Fort 
Smith. on the Great Slave River. The 
distance that this one carrier makes 
on the one round trip is 3,500 miles, 
and he makes the trip twic? a year. 

The mai] upon its arrival at Fort 
Resolution is held until the opening 
of the Mackenzie River and about che 
first of July will commence its long 
trip down the Meckensie. distributing 
at the following Forts :Providence, 
Simpson, Wrigley, Norman, Good 
Hope and McPherson. 

At Fort McPherson the carriers have 
the home stretch ‘before them—that 
being the mouth of the MeKensie and 
a part of the Arctic Ocean. The trip 
to Herschel Island completing his 
route. At this last point the south. 
bound mail is made up and waiting 
se the carrier commences hia return 
trip. 

The ingoing mail weighs slightly in 
excess of 300 pounds, and is delivered 
by the Hudson’s Bay company, in 
whose employ are both Roland ani 
Loubit.

The manager of the Edmonton 
Exh:Lition wrote the council on be- 
ha't ©! the directorate of the Exhibi- 
tion Association, announcing  ac- 
cetlence of the plan ay oe by the 
commissioners for the beautification 
of that portion of the East End Park 
not included in the Exhibition 
Grounds and strongly urging the ex- 
tension of the street railway system 
to the park, that it might be made 
convenientiy accessible for the mass 
of citizens desiring to take advantage 
of the means of recreation provided. 

The city engineer reported on the 
amount of sewer pipe required for 
1910, and the council decided to call 
for tenders for the requisite amount, 

Dr. John Park and Dr. Wilson were 
appointed to the vacant positions on 
the Board of Health, on the recom- 
mendation of the Central Alberta 
Medical Council. 

The council decided to take steps to 
abate the slaughter-house nuisance 
and instructed the /city solicitor to 
report on the legal aspect of the 
situation. 

It was decided to take a plebescite 
on the location of the new market 
building on February 2Ist, when the 
library by-law is to be submitted, 

The licensing by-law was given a 
last reading at the conclusion of the 
short business session by the council | 
in committee of the whole and aj 
final draft wiil be prepared, to be 
voted upon at next week’s meeting of 
the council. 

Car Service to Exhibition. 

A. G. Harrison, manager of the 
Edmonton Exhibition, wrote that the 
directors of the fair had decided to 
accept the recommendation of — the 
parks committee with regard to the 
improvement of the portion of the 
East End Park not occupied by the 
exhibition grounds. An athletic field 
atid walks and drives would be laid 
out as suggested. The directorate 
of the exhibition strongly urged the 
extension of the street railway to the 
grounds, pointing out that summer 
games, band concerts and skating and 
hockey on the artificial lake in win- 
ter time would draw a‘ great many 
people to the grounds and provide a 
constant and very considerabie source 
of revenue for the street railway, The 
communication was filed, 

Health Officers Appointed. 

In response to a request of the coun- 
dil, the Central Alberta Medical ‘ As- 
éociation, in a written communication, 
advised the appointment of John 
Park, M.D., and Arthur Wilson, M.D., 
to the. vacant positions on the city’s 
Board of Health. This recommenda- 
tion was accepted by the council and 
Dr. Park and Dr. Wilson were ap- 

nted to the Board of Health to act 
in conjunction with the 
heaith officer, Dr. Whitelaw. 

A communication was read from the 
Daughters of the Empire, asking that 
the market square be preserved for 
public park purposes, The communi- 
cation was filed for future considera- 
tion. ' 

Gananoque Harness Works. 

Robert Farquharson, acting seere- 
tary of the Board of Trade, forwarded 
two communications to the council, 
one from J. H, Haslam, hon.  trea- 
surer of Greater Regina Club, asking 
for information with regard to the 
working of the Single Tax system 4s 
far as it is in operation in Edmonton, 
and the other irom the Ganonoque 
Harness Works, asking what induce- 
ments would be offered for the estab- 
lishment of a factory in Edmonton. 
The communication from the Greater 
Regina Club was referred toe the com- 
missioners and the secretary of the 
Board of Trade, with instructions to 
reply. That from the Gananoque 
Harness Works Company was referred 
to the recently appointed comufiittee 
of industries. 

The assistant secretary of the pe 
partment of thedinterior wrote enc 
ing a copy ofthe water reguletiéfa on 
compiiance with which the city ‘could 
erect a power plant-at the Grand 
Rapids, on the Athabasca river, as 
has been proposed. The matter was 
laid on the table for consideration at 
next week’s meeting of the council. 

Tenders for Sewer Pipe. 

City Engineer Latornell presented 
a report on the amount of sewer pipe 
of various dimensions which would be 
required for the construction work of 
the year, He estimated that the 
amount which would have to be order- 
ed would be: 18 inch, 1,979 feet; 15 
inch, 1,480 feet; 10 inch, 1,482 feet; 
6 inch, 56,005 feet. 

On motion of Alderman Mould, 
seconded by Alderman Miliar, it was 
decided that tenders be advertised 
for, for the stock of pipe required 
for the present year. 

The report of the finance committee, 
showing xccounts totalling $26,804.37, 
was submitied by Alderman Lundy 
and adopted by the council.

FARMERS HAVE HELD, 
GRAIN TO ADVANTAGE 


Western Grain Growers, who Ignored 
Advice of Interested Parties to 
Sell Crop as Soon as Harvested, 
are Now Reaping Their Reward 
In Higher Prices. 


ra i 

Winnipeg, February 7,—Continucd 
high prices for all grains have induc- 
ed heavy offerings in the west, and 
the inspection statistics for the first 
twenty days of 1910 show heavy gains, 
in comparison with the same period 
last year, The total number of cars 
of wheat, oats, barley and flax which 
passed under the official notice of the 
inspectors this yeat has been 3,653, 45 
compared with 2,175 in 1909, an in- 
crease of 1,472, or nearly 70 per cent. 
There were 2,692 cars of wheat, 697 
of oats, 124 of barley, and 140 of flax. 
Last year there were 1,515 cars of 
wheat, 477 of oats, 53 of barley, and 
190 of flax. 
Quality Still Counts. 

In less than three weeks during 
the dullest part of the year, the ship- 
pers of Western Canada have manag: 
ed to send through Winnipeg a total 
of 4,528,420 bushels of the four teading 
grains, and of this quantity 3,880,440, 
or more than 60 per cent., consisted 
of wheat. Nor is that the whole 
story. The quality of the wheat was 
of more importance than the quantity, 
The high grading which has been’ a 
feature of the season’s grain deliveries 
has ‘been well maintained since the 
first of the new year. Out of 2,602 
cars of wheat inspected, 2,215, or a 
little more than 8 per cent., graded 
up to contract requirements, and 
last year’s showing was left far be- 
hind. The quality of the coarse 
grains was relatively as good as that 
of the wheat, and the greater part of 
the offerings commanded the top price 
on the markets here. 

Farmers Who Waited. 

The statistics of the month go to 
show that many farmers in the three 
provinces have been hoiding back 
their grain deliberately. They re- 
alized soon after harvest that they had 
both quality and quantity in their 
crops, and they were in no hurry to 
convert their holdings into cash, They 
knew what they were doing, and they 
cculd afford to ignore the advice that 
they received from interested parties. 
Past experience told them that the 
man who could hold his grain until 
aiter the Christmas holidays usually 
soid at better prices than did the im- 
petuous shipper who was determined 
to realize quickly. The longer they 
could hold the greater would be their 
return. The course which was adopt- 
ed by them last fall has proved to. be 
a wise one so far. It resulted in ty- 
ing up about 50,000,090 bushels of 
wheat on the farms and in the eleva- 
tors on the plains, but no one suffered 
on that account. The e1ement under 
consideration was the gain to the in- 
dividtal who was not in a hit. ~~ 

Markets Show Advances. 

The markets have shown a great 
deal of strength within the past’ few 
days, and the men who are still hold- 
ing wheat are encouraged by the out- 
look for the immediate future. The 
hungry world must drift along until 
the middle of the year without receiv- 
ing heavy additions to-its supply of 
breadstuffs, altliough the grain-pro- 
ducing countries on the other side of 
the equator hope to make a_ brave 
showing in their shipments. It is 
not possible to forecast the trend of 
prices between this time and the first 
of Juity, but there are many “in the 
market” who expect a series of fur- 
ther advances. The fact that Russia 
produced 763,000,000 bushels of wheat 
last year does not scare them a bit. 
They figure that for every bushel in 
sight there is a prospective customer, 
and that as the aggregate supply di- 
minishes the prices must advance. 

Some Real Speculators, 

It is likely that the thousands of 
farmers throughout the west who are 
“sitting tight” on their grain will 
gladly welcome any upward tenden- 
cies in the world’s markets, and they 
may be induced to unload if a fur- 
ther bulge appears. And even if a 
break comes they will not suffer 
heavily. It will probably be graduai 
in its workings when it*does come, 
and there will be time to sell befqre 
the decline goes to its limit. At the 
worst, the western farmers can afford 
to take a little loss on their own busi- 
ness dealings. They have enjoyed 
an era of good prices for all they 
hiave had to sell, and while they have 
paid steep prices for what they have 
bought, the balance has been decided- 
ly on the right side. It may be said 
that these men are speculating, and 
the statement need not be denied.

the best advantage. No longer does 
the farmer drive thirty miles to sell 
his wheat for thirty cents per bushe:, 
as was done in the old days. He 
has a little jaunt of five miles or 50 
nowadays and he receives ! 
cents per bushel for his- offerings. 
The fact that he is practically able 
to choose this own time of selling is a 
great consideration. The interest 
on the mortgage does not loom up 80 
prominently,

Bourtzeff, the msn who exposed Azef 
and drove him from the revolution- 
ary ranks in St. Petersburg into the 
bodyguard of the Onzar. e man 
now on trial before the secret tri- 
bunal is but one of a dozen men pro- 
minent in America against whom 
Bourtzeff secured evidence before 
leaving Russia and whom he has 
formally charged with treachery. 

The news of the trial now under 
way on the East Side came today from 
no less an authority than the famous 
Bourtzeff himself. The identity ot 
the men on trial was withheld and 
all that is known of him is that he 
is a naturalized American citizen, 
born in Russia. 


“He has denigd the charges,” said 
Bourtzeff, when questioned by a res 
porter, “but he refuses to answer 
questions, He asked and was grant- 
ed the privilege of listening to the 
evidence against him. The tribunal 
is holding sessions afternoon and 
evening of each day and the trial is 
drawing to a close. 
“What will the punishment be if 
this man of commerce is found 
guilty?” Bourtzeff was asked, 


“You must remember that this is 
not Rueaa.

LITTLE TYPHOID IN CITY. 

The monthly report for January of the 
Medical Health Officer, Dr. Whitelaw, 
shows a very gratifying condition with 
reference to the prevalence of typhoid 
fever. Dr. Whitelaw says: 

“The conditions as regards typhoid are 
very satisfactory for the month. Of the 
nine cases, six contracted the disease 
outside of the city apparently or were 
brought into the city for treatment. Of 
the three cases from the city, two evid- 
ently contracted the disease from milk 
which was obtained from a private cow 
owned by a family in which a case of 
typhoid occurred during December. The 
third case used well water which may 
have been the cause of the disease. 

Scarlet fever was again responsible for 
the largest number of cases. Two house- 
holder were summoned for failure to ob- 
serve the quarantine regulations and in 
one case a fine was imposed. The other 
was dismissed in conequence of the in- 
definite wording of a clause of the 
Yealth Act,

CONTROVERSY. ° 

Editor Bulletin. ‘ 

Sir,—Dr. Wilson’s statemeni in his 
letter that the resolution submitted 
at the meeting, held January 24th, 
called for handing over the construc- 
tion and maintenance of the new hos- 
pital to the ¢ity, is not correct. On 
that question the resolution was defi- 
nite and spedgific. Thrice read and 
yet so little rémembered of its aime, 
Dr. Wilson is to tbe excused inasmuch 
as he was engaged in counting votes. 
What the resolution did say on this 
question conveyed no uncertain sound, 
viz: that the board shall be amenable 
to any demand accompanied by’ a sub- 
Stantial voice of the ratepayers for 
civic ownership. Surely there is noth- 
ing in that constitutional method of! 
wertfare of supercilious arrogance. It is} 
ynean and contemptible cr a writer in 
any paper, whatever the gr..de, to cast 
aspersions over aims of people having 
hon@reable motives of lige character 
in view. I thought the columns of the 
press ‘has long risen beyond such buf- 
foonery, at least in Edmonton. 

Probably there is no one person in 
the »ciyy wNo has given more practical 
attention to the eubject of hospital 
management than Mrs. Murphy. A 
woman of high intelligence, a most 
capable leader, who has studied the 
question and thrown her very soul into 
the Work, to make cheerful the hospita' 
home wherein the tender filament of 
human fabric lies prostrate, she knows 
something oi the difficulty of obtaining 
‘funds by voluntary contributions;

I do not believe for a moment the 
medical fraternity’s opposition to civic 
ownership is @ vile conspiracy, temp- 
ered by greed, Some of the best and 
Inost successful of our city doctors are 
enthusiastic civic ownership men; the 
majorit, against, I admit. But these 
opponents dare not say public owner. 
ship of schools and post office and 
water and other utilities are a failure. 
Why should the generous purse of a 
few ibe forever fn, we and the greater 
wealth of non- nts never touched 
except by such taxation as all pay.
